BELFAST, Northern Ireland (BP)— 
After dragging a 200-pound cross 
throughout both sides of a no-man’s- 
land dividing warring Protestants and 
Catholics here, two Baptist ministers 
from the USA sought to bring the re- 
conciling message of Jesus to the peo- 
ple of the Belfast streets. 

The response was “‘really tremend- 
ous” said Hollywood Baptist evangel- 
ist Arthur Blessitt, sornetimes called 
the minister of Sunset Strip. 

“We had opportunity after oppor- 
tunity to tell‘them (the people on the 
streets) that the cross was the ‘answer 
to the conflict,” added Fenton Moore- 
head, minister to the generation gap 
at First — Church, West Palm 
Beach, Fla.

NEW YORK (RNS) — A leading 
journal on American philanthrepy has 
warned that religion faced “a finan- 
cial crisis beyond anything believed 
possible a few years ago’ — despite 
the fact religion still receives the lar- 
gest share of giving in the U.S. 

Religion received $8.2 billion or 44.8 
per cent of the total national giving 
of $18.3 billion in 1970. Its share, 
however, was down from 45.2 per cent 
of the total it received in 1969. 

The figures for religious giving are 
based on funds given by individuals, 
foundations and other’ sources of the 
Roman Catholic, Eastern Orthodox,” 
and Protestant Churches and Jewish 
congregations in the U.S. It does not 
include giving to religious organiza- 
tions. : 

The analysis of religious giving was

Protestant and related groups lost 
200,000 members for a total of 70.2 
million. Jewish organizations remain- 
ed at about 5.78 million members. 
Eastern churches showd a gain, for 
a total of 3.7 million members, the 
report indicated. 

Giving USA took a sampling of 12 
Protestant bodies from the 1971 year- 
book and compared their giving for 
the last two years for which figures 
were available. 


The study showed that the 11.5-mil- _ 


lion - member Southern Baptist Con- 
vention gained $47.7 million for a total 
of $842.4 million, or a gain in aver- 
age gift of $3 to $73.33. This was the 
highest total giving of the Church- 
es reviewed. : 

Seventh-day Adventists (member - 
ship, 407,766) gained $11 million for 
a $143.1 million total or a gain in 
average of $17 to $350.96 per member 
—the highest per member gift of 
the 12 Churches.

has arisen a new interest in Jesus 


4k. Christ and in the Bible. Groups known 


as the “Jesus people” and ‘Jesus 
freaks” are reaching many of those who 
once were more interested in drugs and 
sex. Millions of teen agers of the high 
‘school and college age, are manifesting 
a new interest.in things spiritual. Folk 
and pop music is turning to Christian 
topics, and is attracting masses of 
youth. An edition of the New Testament 
in the language of youth has become a 
best seller. Hundreds of youth are ap- 
pearing on beaches and other assembl- 
ing places of young people to witness 
for._Christ. Conservative 
groups have become strong forces on 
-college and university campuses. Spirit- 
ual revivals among youth have become 
commonplace, with hundreds and thou- 
sands turning to Christ.” 

What does all of this mean? What can 
the churches say concerning it? How is 
it going to effect the churches? 

Unfortunately, not all of the new 
movement ig tied to the institutional 
churches.

Neverthe- 
less, some, of. the movement is very 
closely related to the churches, and 
some of the greatest experiences have 
been in the churches themselves. What 
» then can we say? ; 

First, we would suggest some things 
to the churches. ; 

1. The churches should welcome this 
movement, rejoicing that a_ spiritual 
interest and concern has developed 
among the youth of the land. This is 
what we have prayed for, and wanted, 
so we should rejoice and thank God 
that it has come. ;
